Setting the Tempo 

TpHE SLOWDOWN on the cwstruction industry an* 

R Bounced this week by the federal Kovemment 
may provoke n^onal criticism but the purpose be¬ 
hind die move muit be considered sound. 

It has been known for solbe time that there are 
nothing like enough akiUed men to handle the preaent 
needi of the cmstniction Industry. Massive indus¬ 
trial proje^ are being built all over the country, and 
partkularty in British Ctdumbia with its Peace and 
CohimfalB Riwr devek^anents and its tremendous 
pu^ and paper mlU expansion pit^nun. 

The same state of affairs applies in Ontario, 
Quebec end some other parts of the country. 

Wth the supply of skilled labor limited, cmitrac- 
tors, alrM(^ working to near capacity, are choosy 
almt tendering for new Jobe, and if they do they 
malK sure that tabor shortage contingencies and other 
coat-raWng features are weU covered when they make 
thdr tenters. 

For inbtance some contractors are offering special 
Inducements-^ terms of bmius or othowiae—to 
lure employees from other Arms. These are things 
that crMte a vicious Inflationary spiral. 

So kmg as this qpate of work exists, and there is 
no reaerve pool of labor, it makes good sense if 
Ottawa can postpone federal jobs that do not have 
priority written all over them. 

Sbnllarly the government plans to extend the 
period under which pwnts to provindal and munici¬ 
pal authorities may be expended. In some cases the 
deadline for such grants has been extended from 
lM7 to 1970, and there is little doubt that this will 
encourage a spreading out of the work to the ten^M 
with irtteh ttie local construction force pope. ^ ^ 

' The government at the same time is not putting 
into cold storage such projects as it has planned for bm 
areas where there is no labor pool shortage, but It the 
has asked private industry to consider Its own expan- 
sicn carefully, and to hold back new constructitm 
Jobs where the labor pool problem Is acute. 

If this is done the current economy growth of the .j,,, 
country as a whole may be slowed down, but not to 
the extent that anyone Is likely to be hurt and it is ntei 
also good insurance against the day when current maji 
maralve Joba are completed and new orders are being the l 
■ought ^
